Mrs. Amy Lynch Brand, a faculty member at Mississippi 
College, died of cancer on Monday, September 26, 1994 at 
Mississippi Baptist Medical Center. 

A native of Florence, Alabama, Mrs. Brand received her 
Bachelor of Arts Degree from the University of North Al- 
abama and her Master of Business Administration Degree 
from the University of Mississippi. At the time of her death, 
she was an assistant professor in the School of Business at 
Mississippi College where she had taught for 15 years. She 
was very active teaching and advising students, and she served 
for many years as faculty advisor to the professional mar- 
keting fraternity. 

Mrs. Brand was a devoted wife, mother, and teacher, 
faithful and loving to her family and to her many cherished 
friends. 

The Amy Brand Memorial Scholarship has been estab- 
lished in memory of her outstanding contribution to Mis- 
sissippi College.
